POLITICAL FEUD 
BRINGS STABBING 


Bloodshed Caused by Clash 
of Lorimer and Anti-Lori- 
- mer Factions in Thir- 
teenth Ward.

JOHN V. KOPF IS VICTIM. 


One of Candidates for President 
of Club Is Dangerously 
Wounded by George 
G. Roberts. 


The factional warfare among republicans 
of the Thirteenth ward has at last cul- 
minated in bloodshed. During the ward 
club election, where Lorimer and anti-Lori- 
mer elements were contending for suprema- 
cy yesterday afternoon, County Cemmis- 
sioner John V. Kopf, one of the known 
politicians on the west side, was siabbed 
dangerously, perhaps fatally. The assault 
occurred at the ward polling place, 1400 West 
Madison street. 

Kopf’s assailant, who was promptly ar-

VOTE NEW ROAD TO COAST. 


Directors of St. Paul Railway 
Formally Authorize Extension. 


IT- WILL COST $60,000,000. 


Issues of Stock Expected to Finance 
the Big Undertaking. 


_ The extension of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad from the Missouri riv- 
er to the Pacific coast was authorized yes- 
terday at a meeting of the board of directors 
in New York. 

E. W. McKenna, second vice president of 
the railroad, announced the decisten last 
night. This is the first time any one connect- 
ed with the road has admitted officially that 
such a praject was in view, although it has 
beenl predicted and expected for a year. 

It was estimated that the new line will 
cost $60,000,000. To meet this the recently 
authorized issue of $25,000,000 in stock prob- 
ably will be used, and it is expected that 2 
new issue will be announced soon. 


To Be Done in Two Years. 

Construction in South Dakota and in Wash- 
ington has been in progress for a year, and It 
probably will not take longer than two years 
to complete the new competitor for the trade 
of Alaska and the orient. : 

The first move in this direction was seen 
last summer.

“OF OVER $250,000. 


Samuel N. Hoffheimer, Presi- 
dent of Soap Company and 
Nephew of Nelson Mor- 
ris, Arrested. 


UNABLE T0 SECURE BAIL. 


Accused of Securing Large For- 
tune by Means of a Clever 
Confidence Game and 
Taken to Jail. 


Samuel N, Hoffheimer, president of the 
Twentieth Century Soap company, a nephew 
of Nelson Morris, and related to other promi- 
nent families in the city, was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon and stands accused of op- 
erating one of the largest and most daring 
swindling schemes exposed in Chicago in 
many years. 

More than $250,000 Is said to be involved 
in Hoffheimer’s financial manipulations. ‘The 


money was secured from the brokerage firm

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rested, was George G. Roberts, cierk of 
the election and a member of the faction 
opposed to Kopf. 

Kopf, representing the Lorimer element, 
was a candidate for president of the club 
in opposition to W. J. Jackman, who has 
held the office for the last year. Jackman 
represents the Senator Farnum crowd. Back 
of the Jackman element also are Postmaster 
Coyne, P. J. Cahill, and the Deneen forces. 


Wound a Dangerous One. 

The wounded man was taken to Grace hos- 
pital, at 167 Sangamon street. It was said 
there late last night by the house physician 
that the wound was a critical one and it was 
impossible to predict the outcome. The 
wound is in the left side, tmmediately below 
the ribs, the abdominal cavity being pierced 
deeply by the knife, which had a blade near- 
iy three inches long. No internal organ was 
injured, The fear is that infection or 
peritonitis will result, 

Mrs. Kopf is with her husband, and other 
members of the family remained last night 
at the hospital. , 


Roberts Arrested, Knife in Hand. 

Roberts was taken to the Warren avenue 
police station. He did not deny the stabbing. 
When arrested he had the knife in hig hand. 
He made no plea of self-defense. He merely 
said that there was a wrangle over the ballot 
and he had engaged in it. He appeared to 
take the matter coolly. E. C. Mapledoran, 
one of Roberts’ political faction, acted as his 
attorney and told him not to talk to report- 
ers. ) 

State Senator Frank C. Farnum, who tn 
all accounts of the affray is credited 
with having taken an active part in it against 
the Kopf faction, visited Roberts at the sta- 
tion with more than 100 of his followers, but 
was not allowed to see the prisoner. 

The police also arrested Park Policeman 
George D. Jensen, who was oneof the judges 
of therelection, for riot. Jenaen drew a re- 
volver and was brandishing it when a city 
policeman took it from him, 


Second Polling Place Opened. 
_ After the etabbing the election was con- 
tinued. Candidate Jackman called up the

Warrants for Hoffheimer’s arrest were 
sworn out by Samuel W. Straus, president 
of the brokerage concern. Private Detective 
Buckminster arrested the soapmaker as he 
was leaving the Stock Exchange building. 
Unable to furnish ball bonds, which were 
fixed by Justice D. K. Cochrane at $150,000, 
the accused man was taken to the county 
jail. His residence address is 3348 South 
Park avenue. 


Worked Game for Eighteen Months. 

Hoffheimer is accused on three charges of 
obtaining money through a confidence game. 
He also is accused formally of getting money 
under false pretenses. The exact amount 
he is said to have obtained through his opera- 
tions, extending over a period of eighteen 
months, is $256,000. 

Although he was not taken into custody 
until last evening, Hoffheimer's fraudulent 
manipulations with huge amounts of money 
are said to have been detected on Nov. 1. 
At that time he is said to have made a par- 
tial confession, but ample opportunity was 
given for him to make good the losses sus- 
tained by Straus & Co. He did not seize 
the opportunity. 

Considerable leeway was given to the young 
man in this respect, it is said, because of the 
fact that he was engaged to be married to 
a young woman of the south side and the 
wedding had been set for an early day. 


Financial Men Are Losers. 


The story of the swindle of which he is a+- 
cused ise of a startling character.

FOOTBALL OUT AT COLUMBIA. 


University Committee Kieks Game 
Off the College Program. 


NEW YORK TO FOLLOW SUIT. 


Eighteen Other Associated Institutions 
Invited to Join In. 


New York, Nov. 28.—{Special.}—Columbia 
university has kicked football off the Hist 
of sports ané disbanded the football assocta- 
tion, thus taking the radicad step of abolish- 
ing instead of reforming the game. 

This action followed the declaration by 
President Nicholas Murray Butler that he 
was not in favor of retaining the game ae at 
present played. The many injuries suffered 
by Columbia players brought the game un- 
pleasantly to his attention, and in addition 
there has been this season much more trou- 
ble over the poor scholarship among football 
players than ever before. 

These things and the general outcry 
against the game impelled him this after- 
noon to call to him the members of the com- 
mittee ‘on student organizations, athletic, 
and other. This committee reached the 
decision to abolish the game, but a formal 
declaration of this step was left to a confer- 
ence at Prof. Mitchell’s house tonight. 


Adopt Comprehensive Resolution. 
The statement of the committee was ex- 
pressed in the form of a resolution as follows: 


Under the authority conferred by the university 
council upon the university committee on student 
organizations, athletic and others, to supervise and 
control all student organizations which in any way 
represent the university before the public, it is 

Resolved, That from and after Dec. 31, 1905, the 
football association of Columbia university shall be 
abandoned, before which date all its accounts are 
to be settled to the satisfaction of the controller of 
the student organizations, and be it also 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this committees 
the present game of football should be abolished, 
and the committee recommends to the university 
council that the game be prohibited at Columbia 
university. 

Formidable List of Injuries. 

The list of injuries sustained this year hy 
Columbia football players has occasioned 
much comment. It js as follows, including 
all regular players, except Capt. Fisher, 
Collins, and Enos: 

Armstrong, wrenched knee, back injured by be- 
ing jumped upon by Wesleyan player 

Hodgkinson, pulled out tendon of right leg. 

Post, broken arm; also kicked in head. 

Browne, wrenched knee, broken collar bone, 
wrenched ankle.

Carter, sprained spinal column, water on the 
knee. 

Ryan, Aigeltinger, and Ross, wrenched ankles. 

Duden, wrenched knee, strained ankle, 

Davis, wrenched knge, sprained thumbs, weak 
ankle, 

Muir, dislocated shoulder. 

W. Fisher, kicked on head, wrenched elbow. 

Fowler, water on the knee. 

Bangser, water on knee. 

. Donovan, wretched knee, water on knee. 

Echeverria, cut above the eye.* 

Neething, strained stomach, partial paralysis 
of left stde; temporary. 

Helmrich, water on knee. 

McKee, kicked in side, knocked out. 

Action toward the end reached already 
by Columbia was called for today, by the 
faculties of the college and of the schools 
of applied science at New York university. 
These faculties ‘requested their university 
council to call a conference of twenty col- 
leges with the idea either of abolishing foot- 
ball, reforming it, or determining a substi- 
tute for the sport. 


Call General Conference. 

The university council acceded to this re- 
quest tonight. The colleges invited to the 
conference are those only with which New 
York university has had athletié relations, 
Yale, Harvard, and Pennsylvania not being 
included in the list. Princeton and Columbla 
are the biggest institutions included. Others 
were: Union, Hamilton, Haverford, West 
Point, Swarthmore, Stevens, Rensselaer, 
Holy Cross, Syracuse, Trinity, Wesleyan, 
Rutgers, Lafayette, Ursinus, Fordham, and 
Rochester. 

Each college is invited to send a representa- 
tive of its faculties and a representative of 
its athletic organizations, making a total of 
forty persors to deliberate the following 
questions: 

1. Ought the present game of football be abol- 
iahed? 

2. If it should not be abolished, what steps should 
be taken to secure its thorough reform? 

8. If abolished, what game or games may be pos- 
sible in its place in the opinion of the athletic rep- 
resentatives in attendance? 

Agree to Follow Suit. 

It was added that the delegates from New 
York university were instructed to support a 
resolution recommending the abolition of 
football. 

Prior to issuing this call Chancellor Mac. 
Cracken of New York university received a 
letter from President Eliot of Harvard, whom 
the chancellor had asked to lead such a move- 
ment. The fact that Dr. Eliot had refused, 
owing to a lack of jurisdiction, has already 
been made known. The letter of President 
Eliot was: 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 26.—Dear Chancellor 
MacCracken—I do not think it expedient to call 
a meeting of college presidents about football. 
They certainly cannot reform football. I doubt if 
they themselves can abolish it. For example, I 
cannot on my sole authority put an end to foot- 
ball at Harvard. Even if I thought college prest-

COAST IS STREWN 
WITH 17 WRECKS. 


Fiercest Hurricane in 30 Years 
Sweeps Great Lakes and 
Drives Big Steel Ships 
on the Rocks. 


Hope of Saving Men on Mataafa, 
Beached Near Duluth, . Is 
Given Up; Loss Will 
Reach Millions.

DAMAGE TO SHIPPING. 


Seventeen vessels were driven ashore and 
five totally wrecked by a hurricane that 
swept westward over the great lakes Mon- 
day night and yesterday. Six vessels are 
missing, caught between ports at the height 
of the storm. Fears are entertained for their 
safety. 

No accurate figures of the loss of life are 
obtainable. With one exception the crews 
were removed from all the wrecks reported. 

The exception is the wreck of the Pittsburg 
Steamship company’s ore carrier, Mataafa, 
driven ashore near Duluth, Minn. On this 
vesse) four men are reported to have perished, 
while at a late hour last night life savers gave 


up the attempt to rescue twenty-two men left 


on board. 


It was reported éariter that these men were == 


slowly freezing to death. 


Loss Estimated at $2,000,000. 


The damage to shipping and property done 
by the storm is estimated at $2,000,000. Siz 
of the vessels lost were big steel ships, re- 
garded as amongst the strongest on the 
lakes. 
Nearly all of tne yessels lost were driven 
ashore and smashed on the rocks within sight 
of harbors. How many vessels foundered in 
midiake is not known. 

Sailors who found refuge in time to save 
their Hives and ship declare no vessel could 
Hve through the fury of the gale in the open. 
lake. Scores of vessels were far from a shel- 
tering harbor when 
fiercest. Of some of these no report had been 
obtained up to a late hour last night. 


Worst Storm in Thirty Years. 


Not since the storm that strewed the coasts 
with wrecks !n 1872 have the great lakes been 
stirred to greater fury. A gale that devel- 
oped in the night Into a hurricane, blowing 
between sixty and seventy miles an hour, 
swept across and down the lakes. Lake 
Michigan from Milwaukee north and Lake 
Superior over all its area, were swept into 
mountainous seas for nearly fifteen hours. 
Blinding snow storms at different points 
added to the pertl of the vessels running for 
shelter. This last was responsible for the 
beaching of several of the lost ships. 

The storm was most furious on Lake 8u- 
perior in the neighborhood of Duluth. There, 
in sight of the lighthouse that marks the 
entrance to the harbor, three vessels, in- 
cluding the Mataafa, were hurled to de- 
struction. 


Coast Strewn with Wreckage. 


Milwaukee reports at least two complete 
wrecks, while wreckage indicating more 
strews the shore from Lake park to White- 
fish bay. 

Every harbor from Port Huron north on 
Lake Huron, and from Sault Ste. Marie 
north on Lake Superior reports mishaps of 
more or less seriousness to shipping running 
for shelter from the gale. Piers, docks, and 
breakwaters guarding harbors into which 
the lake was swept have been either de- 
stroyed or badly damaged. This item atone 
in the damage done by the storm will amount 
to scores of thousands of dollars. 

Thrilling and heroic work by life saving 
crews on every coast swept by the hurricane 
prevented several of the wrecks from being 
attended by loss of Ife. 


Crew of Twenty-six Believed Lost. 


Duluth, Minn., Nov. 28.—In today's ter- 
rific gale three big lake steamers were driven 
ashore within sight of the lighthouse at the 
Duluth entrance to the local harbor. The. 
worst of the wrecks was that of the Mataafa, 
a Pittsburg ore carrier. Twenty-six men 
comprised the crew. Of these four are known 
to have perished. It is feared that every 
life on board is lost. 

Late tonight, after repeated efforts to reach 
the vessel, the life saving crew gave up the 
task until daylight or until the gale subsides. 
When the vessel last was visible there was 
no sign of life on board. The cold is intense, 
and it ie thought the men have slowly frozen 
to death. 

It was houre after the vessel struck that 
the life savers reached the Mataafa. The 
crew had been sent early in the day to the 
wreck of another vessel. 


Cold Slowly Kills Crew. 


When the life saving crew was able to reach 
the scene the men were too benumbed to be 
able to attach the breeches buoy cables, The 
sea was running too high to permit the 
launching of a surf boat, and no tug could 
last in the gale. The men went into the hull 
of the wrecked boat, and occasionally during 
the afternoon one would come to the deck and 
stand a short watch to see if anything wa* 
being done to rescue the freezing men. Then 
he would return to the shelter of the hold.

crowd flocked to the piers to watch. A mile 
or two out in the lake the Mataafa left the 
Nasmyth, which immediately anchored, and 
came on alone, endeavoring to make the 
entry, as the Ellwood and the Pope had done 
@ few hours earlier, but the lateral roll of 
the waves threw it starboard, and the vessel! 
etruck the north pier fairly on end, almost 
squarely. At last it cleared the pier and 
Went on the beach broadside. 

The other two vessels wrecked were the 
Crescent City, also of the Pittsburg Steam- 
ship company, and the R. W. England, owned 
by the.England Transportation company, 
Cleveland. It was while the life saving crew 
were at the wreck of the England that dis- 
aster overtook the Mataafa. 


One Crew in Thrilling Escape. - 

The Crescent City, Capt. Frank Rice, was 
the first of the three to go aground. It went 
on the rocks six or seven miles from Duluth 
at6p.m. Every member of the crew of twen- 
ty-six men escaped and none was injured se- 
riously, although several received severe cuts 
and scratches during the fierce battle that 
Was waged with the elements before the big 
craft finally hit the rocks. It was a miracu- 
lous escape for all of them, and had it not 
been for the fact that the boat happened lo 
hit in such a way as to bring its port side up 
against a rock and thus afford.a natural land- 
ing place for members of-the crew, some of 
them undoubtedly would have been drowned. 
The Crescent City was light for ore and was 
bound for Two Harbors. 

The R. W. England, named after ite cap- 
tain, is lying on a sand beach on Minnesota 
Point, four miles south of the harbor en- 
trance. It struck at 12:40 p. m., during a 
blinding snow storm. There was so much 
snow that Capt. England could not see land 
ahead, until it was too late toturn. Before 
the steamer was driven upon the beach Capt. 
England allowed it to take in a considerable 
amount of water as ballast. It is lying stern 
to the waves, and has been driven far in to- 
Wards shore. 

From Fort William, Ont., on the north 
ghore of Lake Superior, comes news of the 
beaching of the Canadian steamer Rose- 
mount inside of Welcome island.

r Steamer on Rocks. 

Rogers City, Mich., Nov. 28.—The passen- 
ger steamer City of Holland of the Thamp- 
gon line is on the rocks near here. The pass- 
engers and crew were taken off the wreck. 
The stranded boat has a full cargo of mer- 
ehandise for Detroit, part of which ‘has al- 
ready been thrown overboard in an attempt 
to release the vessel. The heavy snow storm 
from the east was responsible for the wreck. 


One Big Vessel Still Out. 

Ashland, Wis., Nov. 28.—The wind tonight 
has increased to fully seventy-five miles an 
hour, a third stronger than it was this morn- 
ing.

BOSS-MADE JUDGES 
STUNG BY JEROME. 


District Attorney Expresses 
Contempt for New York 
District Judiciary. — 


MIGHTY POOR LOT, HESAYS 


Calls. Multiplicity of Elective Of- 
fices Controlled by Politicians 
Curse of the City. 


New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—District 
Attorney Jerome tonight not only made a 
strong arraignment of the methods whereby 
justices of the Supreme court are selected in 
this state, but also made a bitter attack upon 
the ability and even the character of most 
Supreme court justices that sit in New York 
City. 

He spoke at the political independence 
dinner of the City club. At theclimaxof his 
speech, in discussing necessary reforms, he 
said: 

“The most important of all is to do away 
with the elective judiciary. I am a lawyer, 
trained, and came to my profession with a 
degree of reverence for the judiciary. But 
I want to say that, with few exceptions, | 
not only have no reverence for the Bupreme 
court judges in this department, but not even 
« common, ordinary respect for them. 

“The cowardice of the bar, my Own pro- 
fession, is responsible in a large measure 
for the character of the judges who sit in 
this department. A young man who dares 
to raise his voice against thesystem iscalled 
a crank. 

“It will be a long time before the burning 
sense of shame gets out of my heart when 
I found judges going bareheaded to a coarse, 
vulgar man like Murphy, @ common bar- 
tender, and begging to be nominated for 
places on the bench—judges who are to pass 
upon our lives and property. , 

*“*It is something for us to stop and think 
of. No man need be a judge unless he wants 
to, and we ought especially to think of this 
condition, because of the shadow of scandal 


in this elty today in reference to its con- 
mection with commercialism. Judges should 
be set apart as priests are set apart. 


Thinks Judges a Poor Lot. 
“Look at your judges here today. Look 
at ‘em. What do you think of them when 
they have to go down to Good Ground and 
ask a man like Murphy to renominate a man 
like Ingraham? In Massachusetts, where 
they have life judges, where they are ap- 
pointed, you will hear a group of lawyers 
say thay don’t want to bring a certain case 
before certain judges because of a certain 
legal slant in their opinion. . In this city you 
will hear of lawyers who object to bring 
cases before judges because they are close* 
to this or that political leader or to this or 
that commercial interest. 

** Perhaps I ought not to talk this way, but 
I feel bitter about this and shall continue 
my warfare on the system. 

** Next year several Supreme judges are to 
be elected in this department. Have the 
members of the bar discussed who they 
shall be? The politicians have, and some 
of them already are slated forplaces. There 
is more than one man on the bench today 
who is close—too close—to commercial inter- 


ests 

“ This is my fight. We must stop the mul- 
tiplicity of elective offices. If the Bar asso- 
ciation of the city of New York will not 
take it up, then the Bar association of the 
state of New York, which, thank God, is a 
better body, must take it up; and even 
then, if they do not take it up, civic pride 
must tntervene. If the civic conscience can- 
not raise the judiciary of this state to the 
place where it belongs, it is a sign that it 
cannot raise the tone of the community in 
other respects. 


Will Continue the Fight. 


“If I do not continue:this work I ought 
never to ask at the hands of my fellow citi- 
gens any further manifestations of their 
respect.”’ , 

Austen G. Fox at once took from the toneof , 
Mr. Jerome’s remarks that he referred tothe | 
part he had played in an effort to get the bal- 
lot boxes opened for William R. Hearst. He 
said he had not intended to refer to any such 
matter, but in view of what Mr. Jerome had 
said he wished to add: 

‘‘ Had I been compelled to go before cer- 
tain men on the bench in this department I 
never would have undertaken the work 
which I have been prosecuting. I want to 
say, however, the judge who decided to open 
these boxes gave as fine an exhibition of 
pclitical independence in this town as any 
man who ever sat upon the bench. I do be- 
lieve that Tammany hall and its law com- 
mittee fully expected we would be shoveled 
out of court.

form ticket by strong arm methods. He said | 
he had hired the entire football team of | 
Swarthmore and 250 college men of Phila- 
delphia to act as special policemen, and the 
police, regular and speci4l, were used solely 
for the purpose of securing a righteous and 
correct vote, . 


Weaver Eulogizes President. 

Mayor John Weaver also declared that 
much of the honor of the victory of the 
reform principle in municipal elections be- 
longed to “‘ President Roosevelt, whose words 
almost effaced party and raised him to ve 
the exponent and leader of the rights, aspira- 
tions, and hopes of all the people.”’ 

‘‘ The president,” said Mr.Weaver, “* taught 
that the decalogue was not suspended bya 
party majority, and that official rectitude 
only constituted a title to the confiderice and 
support of the people. Thus he turned the 
eyes of men away from party names to party 
performance, from creeds to conduct, from 
power to justice. The result was the remorse- 
less exposition and punishment of the cor- 
ruption and crimes of party leaders by of- 
ficials of their own pe-ty.” 

Mayor Weaver offered as suggestions for 
the future that ballot reform should be the 
first of the reforms demanded; that office- 
holders should be wholly divorced from all 
political relations to the making of nomina- 
tions or the conduct of elections; and that 
assessments of political officials should not 
only be made a crime but that even volun- 
tary contributions to political parties should 
be prohibited. 

Everett Colby, senator-elect from Essex 
county, N. J., was the next speaker. He 
aroused tremendous enthusiasm by saying 
there was only one thing the political boss 
is afraid of, and that was an idea. He said 
the boss does not fear the judges or the peo- 
ple; that really they are not intelligent. He 
paid they couldn’t grasp any proposition 
that couldn’t be settled on a cash basis. 
Mr. Colby then pleaded for a direct primary 
law and gave a résumé of the workings of 
that system in New Jersey. 


Tom Johnson No Socialist. 

Mayor Tom Johnson of Cleveland, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Colby, was cheered all the way 
through his speech. 

“Can you conceive,” he said, “of repub- 
lican and democratic mayors and others, 
such as aré gathered here, addressing the 
same club three weeks before the last elec- 
tion?

Boston, Mass., Nov. 28.—[Special.}—Testi- 
mony of @ sensational nature was given by 
some witnesses in the continuation of the 
trial today of Dr. Percy McLeod, charged 
with being an accessory to the criminal 
operation that caused the death of Susanna 
Geary, the “ suit case victim.”’ 

Louls Crawford was cross examined this 
gnorning. He testified that the business at 
the Bishop office was for the purpose of com- 
mitting illegal operations and that Mrs. 
Bishop's share was $50 aday. He was sure 
that either Mrs, Dean or William Hunt, alias 
Howard, committed the operation upon the 
Geary ‘girl. Crawford also testified that Dr. 
McLeod told him he dismembered the body 
ina bath tub. Hunt was the next witness 
and he corroborated some of Crawford's 
statements. He admitted he ts the notorious 
“Dr. Roberts” of Philadelphia, that: he 
had committed illegal operations, and that 
he is under indictment for performing such 
an operation upon Maud Gilchrist in Phila- 
delphia. This girl died subsequently. Hunt 
said he knew Grace Ashmead of Philadel- 
phia, who advertised in the newspapers there 
under the name of “ Dr. Richards.’’ He de- 
nied being the “doctor” and asserted an 
old man named Harvey posed as this person, 


Aided in Many Operations. 

Mrs, Ashmead was brought into court and 
Hunt acknowledged her identity. The Ash- 
mead woman is about 25 years old, slender, 
and pretty. The witness denied having ever 
told William Stanton and Charlies T. Mason 
in Philadelphia that when a woman died on 
his hands he cut up the body and got rid of 
it In suit cases. 

Stanton and Mason were brought into 
court, but Hunt declared he did not know 
them.

Drafts Cleverly Manipulated. 

Hoffheimer convinced the firm of Straus 
& Co. of his financial backing. He pretended 
to be buying large quantities of cattle feed, 
which, he said, he was selling to Morris & 
Co. He explained that large amounts of 
money were necessary to carry on his com- 
mission business and induced the brokers 
to advance money with which to meet the 
drafts issued for his purchases. 

It was by cleverly manipulating these 
drafts that he threw everybody off the track. 
Hoffheimer never permitted these drafts, 
most of which were on the firm of Morris & 
Co., to be presented for payment. Instead, 
he took them up himself with money which 
he secured on the following day from the 
brokers. 

Hoffheimer would exhibit to Straus & Co. 
a draft made on him for $1,000 and then 
would show bills of lading to prove that he 
had sold the cattle feed for $1,100. The firm 
would advance the latter amount promptly. 
Next Hoffheimer would appear the following 
morning at the banks where the drafts had 
been presented for payment and with other 
money obtained from the brokers for the sec- 
ond day's sales would satisfy these obliga- 
tions. 


. Great Growth of “Business.” 

The amounts of the transactions grew at 
a tremendous rate. At first they totaled 
only $300 a day, but finally they swelled 
until Hoffheimer seemed to be doing a busi- 
ness representing nearly $150,000 daily. 

It was the size of the young man’s opera- 
tions which occasioned the first suspicion, 
Previously he had been a clerk in the office 
of Morris & Co. and later had engaged in 
the soap business with offices in the Royal 
Insurance building. That he should sud- 
denly leap from smaller affairs to such vast 
operations awakened first surprise and then 
perplexity on the part of those with whom 
he had business relations. Both Mr. Morris 
and Mr. Straus of the brokerage firm began 
to keep wetch of the * soapmaker’s ” trans- 
actions. 

‘ Said to. Have Confessed. 

One day Mr. Morris’was in the office of 
the National Live Stock bafhk, when the 
cashier happened to remark that large drafts 
were held against his namie by the bank. 
One check for $68,000 was mentioned. 

‘There must be some mistake,’ said Mr. 
Morris. “I know of no such sum standing 
against my name.” 

An investigation traced the draft to the 
office of Straus & Co., and later to young 
Hoffheimer. .It was decided to maintain a 
close watch. The same day Hoffheimer 
himself appeared at the offices of Morris & 
Co. and announced he wished to take up the 
$68,000 draft. Mr. Morris’ private secretary 
faced him witha charge of fraud, and Hoff- 
heimer, it is said, broke down and con- 
fessed. : 

All that afternoon, it is declared, Hoff- 
heimer roamed about the streets without 
going home. The following morning, in the 
offices of Attorneys D’Ancona & Pflaum, tn 
the Stock Exchange building, he made a 
further confession. He pleaded for time, 
however, declaring that, if given an oppor- 
tunity, he could straighten matters out. 

Under close detective scrutiny Hoffheimer 
was allowed three weeks in which to make 
good the sums involved in the alleged swin- 
dle. He failed to do so, and his arrest fol- 
lowed. 

What Did He Do with It? 

There is mugh mystery concerning the dis- 
position which Hoffheimer made of such a 
large amount of money as $250,000, 

He lived at home with his mother, Mrs. 
Nathan Hoffheimer, anda brother. In socia) 
circles on the south side he was prominent 
and was weil liked by his associaten He 
himself, while failing to account specifically 
fer the money, declared he lost large sums 
in speculations of various kinds. 

His business career formerly is said to have 
been irreproachable. He still is at the head 
of the soap company, which has offices at 
169 Jackson boulevard and a factory in the 
stockyards. Hoffheimer is said to have ad- 
vertised his soap, which was “kosher ” 
} made, by minstrel and Indian shows which 
traveled about the country. | 

- Unele Defends Accused Man. 

Attorney Augustus Binswanger, an uncle 
of the accused man, declared at night that his 
nephew never wil] be convicted of the charges 
brought against him. 

“There is no criminal liability,” he asserted, 
“and further than that, it will be found that 
other parties in the case are just as deeply 
in the mud as he is.: He has not yet engaged 
counsel, but I am sure that the family wil!

Unable: to Give Number of Patients.

President Eckhart Holds the Ten 


Mile Speed Limit to Be 
Reasonable. 


A committee from the Austin Automobile 
club and two “ volunteers”"’ from the Chi- 
cago Automobile club who went to the west 
park board meeting yesterday to plead their 
cause not only failed to get a promise that 
the crusade against them would be dropped 
or that the speed limit would be increased to 


fifteen miles an hour, but-they received a , 


short lecture from President B. A.. Eckhart. 

An offer to take the commissioners for an 
experimental ride was rejected. 

“Whew! whistled J. H. Francis, pres!- 
dent of the suburban club, when at last the 
committee escaped. ‘‘ Eckhart just poured 
gasoline over our heads and set it on fire, 
didn’t he?” 

Two weeks ago a delegation of west side 
citizens. headed by Father P. J. MeDonnell 
of St. Mel’s Roman Catholic church, waited 
on the park commissioners and asked that 
a closer.watch be placed upon the automo- 
bilists who scorch over the boulevards. Their 
requests met with favor, and during the last 
fifteen days a large number of automo- 
bilists have been captured speeding along 
Washington boulevard and have been fined. 


Austin Club Members Arrested. 


The Austin Auto club at once became in- 
terested. The matter was brought to the 
club’s attention by the arrest of its president, 
J. H. Francis, its attorney, Charles H. Bur- 
ras, and several other members of the organi- 
gation. The result was that a committee of 
twenty-five was appointed to attempt the 
task of compromising with the authorities. 

When they entered the meeting it was 
noticed that two other men accompanied 
them. President Francis said that they were 
not members of the committee, but were two 
members of the Chicago Automobile club, 
Sidney 8. Gorham and Ira M. Cobe, former 
president, who had come “ on their own ac- 
count.” 

The Austin committee had agreed to ask 


for the removal of the “trap” in Washing- 


ton boulevard between Forty-fifth and Fifty- 
second avenues, where so many unwary 
scorchers have been arrested. They declared 
that there was but one cross street in that 
eighth of a mile and that there were no resi- 
dences. In consideration of that point they 
urged that the policemen should be allowed to 
use discretion in making arrests. 

President Francis and Mr. Kelly hadspoken 
along this line and were waiting for the other 
committeemen to speak, when Sidney Gor- 
ham entered the ring with his familar cry of 
** raise the limit.’” He stated that he seldom 
held his machine to a speed less than. fifteen 
miles an hour, that he never met with acci- 
dents, and that the authorities do not know 
what a “ reasonable rate ”’ is. 


Views of President Eckhart. 


Here President Eckhart expressed his 
views of the situation in a way that left but 
little room for responee. 

‘It is natural for a man to scorch when he 
is in a machine,” began Mr. Eckart, “ just 
as it is for a jockey to drive @ horse fast if 
he knows he is a racer. Fifteen years ago, 
when the track elevation agitation was be- 
gun, the railroads fought it, and many people 
thought it unnecessary, but now that the 
crossings have lost their danger, the plan. 
meets with general approval. 

“ A new question has arisen from the fact 


| that we have some 5,000 automobiles in the 


city, ranging from five to sixty horse power, 
and capable of going sixty miles an hour. 
They run on the boulevards where there are 
no flagmen or crossing signals, and hundreds 
of people are forced to cross in front of them. 

“Hundreds of accidents have occurred, 
persons have been killed and crippled by the 
score. Isn't it fair to give some right to the 
2,000,000 of people who don’t own automobiles 
instead of handing the streets over to the 
5,000 who do? The boulevards do not belong 
to you alone. The laws are to protect the 
weak, the women and the children, and they 
should be enforced. 

Ten Mile Rate Reasonable. 

‘*‘I do not think the ten mile rate unreason- 
able,” he said in closing his remarks. *’ Later 
on, when automobiles become more common, 
when the drivers learn how to run them, and 
when pedestrians become used to them, mat- 
ters will adjust themselves, but as it is now 
there are people running cars who ought not 
to be allowed on the streets at all with them, 
and the police cannot discriminate. Thelaw 
must be enforced impartially.” 

One or two members of the committee and 
Mr. Gorham attempted to continue the dis- 
cussion, but it was apparent that the board 
was not anxious to hear them further and 
they retired. .

Kopf said nothing more to Jensen, but 
stepping in front of a raised platform on 
which the ballot box was placed and around 
which the judges and clerks sat began to read

According to this agreement Kopf people 
were to have one judge and the other faction 
two judges. Each side was to have one chal- 
lenger from each primary district. 


Kopf Men Inside Railing. 


While Kopf was reading the agreement his 
challengers began to edge up closer to the 
ballot box. The Farnum faction says they 
jumped over the railing that separated the 
most sacred precincts of the polling place 
from the crowd. Kopf’s adherents say the 
challengers crawled under the railing. Any- 
way they got in. 

“ We'll have no more wrangling about the 
judges and clerks,” said Farnum. “ These 
election is open. Step up, gentlemen, and 
cast your votes.”’ 

There was a long line of voters, extending 
nearly to Kedzie avenue, a block away, and 
Kopf badges seemed to be in the majority. 

Park Policeman Jensen was the first to cast 
his ballot. According to the Kopfites he cast 
several all at once. There was a great up- 
roar. 

“They are stuffing the ballot box!” shouted 
Kopf's friends, and they began to crowd for- 
ward. - 

‘““T demand that the ballot box be opened 
and those ballots examined!’ shouted Kopf. 

Jackman, who was standing near the door, 
saw trouble coming, and crawled under the 
railing at this juncture and made his escape. 


Roberts Uses Knife. 

The confusion soon became an uproar that 
could be heard half a block away. Kopf 
started to say something more, but at that 
instant Roberts sprang to his side and 
stabbed him with a heavy jackknife that he 
had hel@ open in his hand. 

Kopf gave a cry. - a

‘It’s a matter of deep regret that this 
affair should have occurred,”’ said he, “ but 
neither myself nor my friends can be blamed 
justly. I was in favor of giving the other 
side a judge, but the club managers settled 
that matter after a couple of conferences at 
my house at which both wings of the club 
were represented. The judges &vho were on 
duty at the opening of the polls were regular- 
ly appointed at the opening of the election. 
Kopf challenged Jensen’s right to sérve as 
judge, and there was a heated argument 
while I was in the rearroom. Billy Waugh 
and two or three others of Kopf’s friends 
jumped over the railing. I saw there was 
going to be trouble and I got out.

LIGHT GIVEN TO HEARST. 


YOUNG NEW YORK CONGRESSMAN 
MEETS “THE COMMITTEE.” 


Self Constituted Illuminati, Who 
“Lead the Movement” and Advise 
Mayor Dunne on All His Official 
Acts, Grant an Audience to the 
Gotham Champion of Municipal 
Ownership—After Conference He 
Expresses Himself as Encouraged. 


William Randolph Hearst met The Com- 
mittee yesterday mm Mayor Dunne’s office. It 
isn’t the committee of anything in particular 
or anybody in particular. Itis just THE Com- 
mittee. It comprises the Richelieus, Maza- 
rins, Buckinghams, and Bobby Burkes of the 
city administration, and Hearst met a repre- 
sentative minority of them. 

They came as “ Leaders of the Movement.” 
For some time they have been leading an un- 
obtrusive but energetic existence, the import 
of which has been lost on the general public 
because the genera! public has been in igno- 
rance. 

To maintain the dignity in keeping with a 
great purpose they have adopted no other 
name than The Committee, and their oniy 
purpose is to administer the city government 
from the issuance of bridewell releases to the 
securing of municipal ownership. 


Source of the Mayor’s Advice. 


For some time it has been apparent that 
Mayor Dunne is in possession of an unlimited 
supply of advice, general and specific, flow- 
ing freely from a seemingly inexhaustible 
although hidden source. It has come from 
The Committee. Miss Margaret Haley or- 
ganized it and its membership includes John 
A. Watson, Henry M. Ashton, David Rosen- 
heim, Louis F. Post, Dr. M. J. Doty, Ray- 
mond Robins, and A. J. McArdle. 

Mr. Hearst met Miss Haley, Mr. Watson, 
Mr. McArdle, and Mr. Ashton. Mr. Rosen- 
heim and Mr. Post were to have been at the 
meeting, but were unable to attend. 

Miss Haley, Mr. Watson, Mr. McArdle, and 
Mr. Ashton reported progress to Mr. Hearst, 
explaining just how municipal ownership 
will be secured and just what obstacles have 
retarded its progress. The New York con- 
gressman and editor expressed himself as 
encouraged, gratified, and pleased. 

From all accounts of the conference the 
only progress which The Committee failed 
to report was its own towards that portion 
of the toboggan slide where the smooth 
planks assume an angle of forty-five degrees 
on which it is diffioult to avoid responding 
to the law of gravitation at a high rate of 
speed. 


Dunne Almost Ready to Shove. 


Yet it is said Mayor Dunne even now is ex- 
erting the gentle pressure which is needed to 
start The Committee down the incline. Of 
this fact Mr. Hearst was unaware, and, 
being himself a quiet, even shy, man per- 
sonally, he probably would not have treated 
The Committee any differently if he had 
known itS members were not to continue as 
** leaders of the movement.” 

There is a suspicion afloat that the mayor 
had The Committee thrust upon him in the 
first place and accepted it as he did the strike 
and other things which met him when he took 
office. Now he is inclining more and more 
towards short haired statesmen like Joseph 
Grein, the city sealer, who wears hisabouta 
half inch long and pointing straight up in 
front like a brush. If I. M. O. gets its hair 
cut The Committee will have to join T. P. 
Quinn’s league to find a flel@ of activity. 
Heretofore its influence Is admitted to have 
been powerful. 


What the Committee Has Done. 

It was The Committee which separated 
Dunne and Darrow, The Committee not liking 
Mr. Darrow. It was The Committee which 
conceived the new plan of school reorganiza- 
tion which Dr. Cornelia De Bey represented 
in the school board. It has been The Com- 
mittee which has recommended appoint- 
ments and suggested immediate municipal 
ownership plans. 

In addition to meeting The Committee in 
Mayor Dunne’s back office, Mr. Hearst and 
the mayor had a talk by themselvesin which

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 28.—Harold Peirce, 
general agent of the New York Life in Phila- 
delphia, was arraigned this afternoon 
charged with discrimination in the issuance 
of a life insurance policy in violation of the 
laws of Pennsylvania, and held in $2,500 ball, 
It is charged that a policy for $100,000 was 
issued by Mr. Peirce to Benjamin C, Warnick, 
a broker, and that the latter wae not required 
to make the first payment.

MAYOR DUNNE TALKS M. 0. 
IN ADDRESS AT MILWAUKEE. 


Says the Question Must Be Determined 
at Election Next April—Believes He 
Will Be Sustained. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 28—[Special.]— 
Mayor E. F. Dunne, in an address delivere1 
before the Jefferson club of this city tonight, 
discussed the growth of the municipal owner- 
ship idea and reviewed the status of the trac- 
tion fight in Chicago. He was welcomed 
upon his arrival by a large number Of promi- 
nent democrats of the city, including former 
Gov. Peck, Mayor Rose, and others. He 
was accompanied to Milwaukee by E. H. 
Roche of Chicago. 

In his address Mayor Dunne recited the his- 
tory of the attempt to secure municipal 
ownership of Chicago railway properties and 
told of differences with the council. He as- 
serted that instead of working for the adop- 
tion of an ordinance seeking public owner- 
ship, the traction committee of the council 
so far had blocked every attempt he had 
made to carry out pledges to the*people. 
Instead of legislating to secure the taking 
over of these properties Mayor Dunne 
claimed that the council! sought to extend the 
franchises about to expire and to grant fran- 
chises to replace those which expired. It 
was for the people to decide at the election 
next April whether he or the council would 
be ‘sustained, Mayor Dunne asserted, and 
there was_no possibility of results as long 
as the council and executive were divided 
upon the question. The speaker said he wouid 
stand by the pledges made to the people and 
believed he would be sustained.

Following them, the officers broke 
down the doors of their rooms and rescued 
the girls, who had been trapped into the re- 
sort and were calling for help. The men were 
arrested charged with abduction. 

The prisoners whom Judge McMahon sen- 
tenced today were charged with bringing 
three girls to New York from Newark, N. J. 
One of the girls who was in‘court as a wit- 
ness is in such a condition that she is not 
expected to live: Two of the men received 
sentences of ten years each, another got 
six years and six months, and the woman 
received five years and six months.

‘HE ARRIVES IN ZION CITY WITH 
PARTY OF DEACONS. 


Makes Quiet Entry in Special Car— 
Declares Himself Little Fatigued by 
Journey from New York—Options 
Held on Nearly 3,000,000 Acres of 
Land in Southern Republic — An- 
nouncement of Plans Coming Later 
im Tabernacle Meeting. 


Dr. John Alexander Dowie, with the mem- 
bers of the party who accompanied him on 
his trip to Mexico, arrived in Chicago at 9:45 
last evening from New York. They came in 
Dowle’s special car on the Nickel Plate rail- 
road. The car was dropped at Stony Island 
and taken by a special engine to Zion City. 
Dr. Dowie reached Chicago in excellent con- 
dition, and declared himself little fatigued 
by the trip. He made a quiet entry into Zion 
last night, and no plans for a public recep- 
tion have been made. 

Dr. Dowle retired nearly an hour before the 
train reached Chicago, but other members 
of the party spoke freely of the excursion. 

‘We have every reason to be encouragéd 
with the result of our trip,’’ sald Deacon 
John A. Lewis, general manager of the Zion 
paradise plantation. ‘‘ While our Mexican 
venture is purely a business proposition, and 
we are not at \iberty to discuss it, the trip 
has resulted in strengthening our faith in the 
plan and its ultimate success.”’ : 


Forced to Work Secretly. 

In response to questioning, Deacon Lewis 

intimated that they had suffered much an- 
noyance from “ land sharks,’ who made it 
difficult for them to secure options which they 
desired. 
_“ We-have found it necessary to maintain 
the utmost secrecy with regard to the loca- 
tion of our holdings,” he said, “‘as there 
would be an exodus to these lands if their 
situation became generally known. The ven- 
ture will have to be worked out more or less 
in secret.”’ 

A careful inspection of all the lands on 
which options had been obtained was made 
by Dowie and, hig followers, and as a résulit 
undesirable holdings to the extent of 750,000 
acres were abandoned. Others were in- 
creased so that the total will reach nearly 3,- 
000,000 acres. Little definite information was 
given out‘as to their plans of déveloping the 
new promised land, but it is known that in- 
dustrial experiments similar to those in Zion 
City will be worked out.

YALE MEN IN FIGHTING MOOD — 
OVER ATTACK FROM HARVARD. 


Article in Graduates’ Magazine May 
Lead to Breach on Athletics—Some 
Hot Replies Are Expected. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
‘Our men are madéd all the way through at 
the long article in the Harvard Graduates’ 
Magazine today, which said that Yale has 
been for years a Grag on Harvard and that 
Harvard has said her ideals are lowered be- 
cause of her contact with Yale,’ declared a 
prominent Yale man tonight. 

The article has put Yale nearer to a breach 
with Harvard than she has been at any time 
since 1897, when the two universities renewed 
their athletic relations. If it were known 
positively that the article came from a Har- 
vard official, athletic relations would be 
severed between the two universities. 

Although the article appeared in an official 
Harvard publication Yale men are inclined 
to take a charitable view of the matter and

article is regarded at Yale as the most bitter 


"attack from any sister university in history,

and have devoted their attention exclusively 
to a study of the system of marketing and 
of wholesale and retail sales. The practical 
business of refining, the pipe lines, the tank 
cars, the great tank steam@hips, and the 
actual physical properties of the Standard 
Oll company have alt been under official 
acrutiny. 


Power to Compel Evidence. 

At the same time, acting under the general 
powers conferre@ upon the department by 
law, the great Standard Oil company has 
been directed to furnish the government with 
reports and figures showing the character 
and extent of tte work, not as a basis for 
prosecution but merely to furnish the neces- 
sary information asked by congress. The 
bureau of corporations has the power granted 
to the interstate commerce commission to 
compel the attendance of persons and papers. 
The usual immunities, however, are extended 
as provided in the interstate commerce law. 
The bureau is anxious not to give to the 
Standard Oil company people the slightest 
chance of setting up such a plea as that set 
by the beef trust In Chicago, that they had 
been granted immunity in advance. For this 
reason Commissioner Garfield has proceeded 
with the utmost caution, and will depend 
more than ever upon the unbiased report of 
his own special agents. 

It was discovered early in the investigation 
that the Stanard Oil tompany had girdled the 
globe, and it was at once found necessary to 
follow its operations to the antipodes. 
Agents have studied the disposition of Amer- 
ican petroleum in England and on the con- 
tinent. Men are sending reports from China. 
Japan, and the Philippines. The methods 
of production, the cost of crude oil, and of the 
refined product are being collated in Russia 
for the department of commerce and labor. 


Task a Termendous One. 

It is a tremendous task which has been s«t 
for the administration of Theodore Roose- 
velt. The preliminary success in the prosc- 
cution of the beef trust,.it is said, has mad« 
the other great corporations a thousand 
times more cautious.: They have abandoned 
their old systems of unblushing defiance of 
the law. They crush out competition just 
as remorselessly as ever, but they are cover- 
ing up their tracks better than they did a 
year ago, and this has made the work of the 
government agents much more difficult.

MUTINEERS STILL DEFIANT. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov, 29, 1:54 a. m— 
The last day of grace accorded the mutineere 
at Sevastopol expired at midnight with no 
signs of surrender on the part of the men. 
The bills towering above the harbor of the 
Russian stronghold in the Black sea may re- 
sound this morning, as they did in the days 
of the Crimean war, with the roar of mus- 
ketry and cannon should the government 
attempt to carry out its announced inten- 
tion of crushing the revolt with the mailed 
fist. ° 

It was reported last night that the govern- 
ment has decided to suppress the revolt, and 
bas extended the time for the mutineers to 
gurrender until Tuesday night. Meanwhile 
@ state of siege has been proclaimed, and 
unless, contrary to all expectations, the in- 
surgents give way, Gen. Neplineff, who has 
been appointed commander in chief, will 
have to give battle tomorrow. 

Judging from information available here 
the issue will not be favorable to the govern- 
ment. The mutineers hold ail but two forts, 
and the best part of the squadron, which 
refused to obey orders, has put to sea. 

The rebellious sailors are playing a waiting 
game, and apparently have full confidence 
that the guns of the fleet will not be turned 

against them. If they have not disregarded 
the summons to haul down the red flag they 
seem determined to make the authorities 
show their hand

HAILS JAPAN AS POWER. 


German Ruler Pleased with Mo- 
rocean Settlement; Pleads 
for Greater Navy. 


BERLIN, Nov. 28.—In. his speech opening 


, the reichstag, read from the throne in the 


White hall of the royal palace, Emperor 
William said it was with satisfaction that he 
was able to support the successful efforts of 
President Roosevelt in bringing about peace 
between Russia an® Japan. He congratu- 
lated the Nipponese upon their entry into the 
world’s arena of great powers, and expressed 
sympathy with the internal reform in prog- 
rese in Russia. He also congratulated Nor- 
Way on its birth as an independent nation, 

But the greater part of the address was 
devoted to internal affairs. The happy set- 
tlement of the Moroccan problema was re- 
ferred to with pride. The kaiser advised the 
immediate enlargement of the navy and ad- 
vocated social reform legislation. He spoke 
of the necessity for augmenting the financial 
resources: Of the empire. 


Germany Friendly to All. 


The more striking portions of the speech 
are given below: 

“The German empire has with all powers 
correct and with most of them good and 
friendly relations. It filed me with high 
satisfaction that I was able to support the 
successful efforts Of the president of the 
United States in bringing about peace be- 
tween his majesty, the emperor of Russia, 
and his majesty, the emperor of Japan. 

**I greet Japan’s entrance into the ranks of 
the great powers with sincere wishes for the 
peaceable civilizing mission of this highly 
endowed people and my lively sympathies 
attend the efforts which the neighboring, 
friendly Russian empire is making toward a 
new order of things in its internal affairs. 
I hope that his majesty, Emperor Nicholas, 
may earn the love and gratitude of his people 
as the pathfinder of Russia’s happy future.” 

The emperor also expressed his congratu- 
lations to Norway’s government and,people 
upon the election of “the royal couple to 
whom Iam bound by friendly sentiments.”’ 


Pleased with Morocco Settlement. 

Continuing, the emperor said: ‘ A glance 
at Germany’s own international position 
connot fail to disclose the fact that we have 
continually to reckon with misconceptions 
of German ways of thinking and prejudices 
against the progress made by German in- 
dustry. The difficulties which arose  be- 
tween us and France in the Morocco ques- 
tion had no gther origin thanina disposition 
to settle without Germany’s participa¢on 
questions in which the German empire afso 
has interests to protect. 

“To my satisfaction an agreement has 
been arrived through diplomatic methods 
which protects the interests and satisfies the 
honor of both sides, and a program was 
adopted for the forthcoming conference. 

“Peace for the German people is for me 
a sacred matter. But the conditions of the 
time render it the nation’s duty tostrengthen 
itself against unjust attacks. We then shall 
succeed all the more surely in continuing to 
realize the peaceable ends of the well tried 
alliance with Austria-Hungary and Italy.”

EQUAL SUFFRAGE 


AUSTRIA’S HOPE. 


Premier Promises Relief After 
Most Remarkable Day in 
Nation’s History. 


HOST PARADES IN VIENNA. 


Fully 175,000 Men and Women 


with Red Insignia March 
Past Parliament. 


VIENNA, Nov. 28~~Today marked a new 
epoch in Austrian history, for the Austrian 
people throughout the entire land made 
known to the crown their imperial demand 
for equal suffrage, and even as this demand 
was being voiced the crown, through Premier 
Baron Gautch von Frankenthurn, in parlMa- 
ment, was assuring the people that its will 
would be done. The premier promised to 
bring in by the end of February a bill pro- 
viding for a full and free universal, equal, 
and direct suffrage. 

The people made known their demand by a 
series of monster demonstrations in all the 
principal cities and towns of the country. 
From only one town, Austerlitz, are serious 
disorders reported. There the troops fired 
on disorderly demonstrators, killing two and 
wounding thirty. Otherwise the demonstra- 
tions were, characterized by the maintenance 
of order and dignity. 


Hundreds of Thousands March. 

Hundreds of thousands of men paraded 
today, thus emphasizing their demand for 
political freedom. Such a demonstration 
was never before witnessed in Austria. The 
most impressive feature of the whole day in 
Vienna was found in the fact that not a 
single voice was raised, as the masses 
marched silently but earnestly and with un- 
mistakable determination, 

Parliament opened ati1lo’clock. Between 
10 a. m. and 8 p. m. fully 175,000 men and 
women marched past the parliament build- 
ings, each person wearing on the arm a red 
cloth band bearing words imperatively de- 
manding the granting of equal suffrage. 


Country Deeply Impressed. 

The demonstrators turned out in much 
larger numbers than had been expected and 
the day’s occurrence has made a deep and 
serious impression upon thecountry at large. 
The premier’s words in parliament relating 
to suffrage made a favorable impression, par- 
ti¢ularly upon the Germans, who are grati- 
fied because of the government's promise 
to protect the various nationalities compos- 
ing the populace of the empire. In this 
they see an assurance of the continuance of 
their national predominance. 

The next election to the chamber of depu- 
ties will take place next year, probably dur- 
ing the summer. 


SAYS CHINA WILL GET EVEN. 


Celestial Editor from San Francisco 
Warns of Yellow Peril in Speak- 
ing on Exclusion Law. 


The yellow peril aldrm was sounded yes- 
terday by a Chinaman, Ng Poon Chew, man- 
aging editor of the Chung Sai Yta Po, a Chi- 
nese daily paper of San Francisco, in a talk 
at the University of Chicago on the Chinese 
exclusion law.

EXPLAINS TICKET SITUATION. 


Director Stagg Announces Disposition 
of Football Seats and Says Man- 
agement Did Ite Best. 


Director Stagg of the University of Chicago 
yesterday issued the following signed statement 
regarding the disposition of seats for tomorrow's 


football game: 

In view of the criticism of the athletic manage- 
ment at the University of o in connection 
with the sale of seats for the Michigan+Chicago 
game, it seems advisable to make a statement of 
the facts. 

The demand for seats for this game has been 
unprecedentedly large. For the first time in the 
history of football at the university have all the 
seats for me been sold. Heretofore it has 
always been sible to secure seats at the gate 
on the day of a game. The management, having 
built new stands with a seating capacity of 2,000 
eould not foresee that the demand would exceed 
the supply. 

The exact age, | epee of all ie stands on 
Marshall field is 14,894. f these, 6,429 seats 
were sent to the Michigan management to be 
disposed of. About 1,200 seats were reserved for 
the trustees of the university, donors, faculty, and 
for distribution to the members of the squad, 
but this number proved entirely inadequate. About 
400 were reserved for distribution to the press 
and to the police. There remained, therefore, only 
6.865 seats to be put on sale for the-students, alum- 
ni, and the general public. It has always been 
the practice of the management ‘to offer seats 
to the students and alumni of the university be- 
fore putting them on sale to the public. In the 
section reserved for ‘‘ rooters’’ no student could 
obtain more than one seat. On Nov. 17 the sale 
began at the university, and wag limited, so far 
as the management could control it, to students 
and alumni. Each student was limited to four 
seats: each alumnus to six. 

For the accommodation of the public it has 
been the custom to put some seats on sale at 

Students and alumni had = already 
the best seats, so 1,080 seats at $1.50 


inneapolis and St. ul, m Milwaukee, 
and more than 2,500 from other cities. Altogether 
the orders have amounted to about 365, ia 
e ma ment had only 6,865 seats to begin 
with, 28, ople had to be refused and dis- 
appointed. While reproaching students for ‘* scalp- 
ing,.’’ many of these did not hesitate to approach 
stadents and offer them a big price for thele seats. 
A few students, We regret to say, seem to have 
bought tickets with the intention of selling them 
at an advanced price, but the temptation in many 
cases came from the public. 

In conclusion it may be said: [1] The demand 
was four times the supply; ([2] The management 
could not have foreseen this, and, even if it had. 
could have. done little or nothing to satisfy so 
great a demand; [8] It took what seemed to be 
reasonable precautions to prevent too many tick- 
ets from falling into the hands of one person; 
{4] As a matter of fact, speculators got possession 
of a small number of tickets, as nearly as we 
can make out, not more than from 200 to 300 al- 
together.

INELIGIBLES FAIL TO APPEAR BE- 
" FORE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Manager Johnson of North Division 
Team on Hand te Ask fer Rein-~ 
statement, but Case Is Laid Over— 
New Rules Recommended to Meet 
Wendell Phillips’ Trouble—Basket- 
ball Schedules for Coming Season 
Approved by Principals. 


The high school board of athletic control 
met in the board of education rooms yester- 
day and took up the case of the North Divi- 
sion boys accused of playing ineligible men 
against the McKinley football team. Of the 
three boye who were to defend their cases— 
Manager Johnson, Capt. Freer, and Player 
Diersen—Johnson was the only one to appear, 
and his case was laid on the table until the 
next meeting of the board. : 

The Wendell Phillips boys, accused of play- 
ing a school team under the name of the 
‘South Side Athletic club,’’ seem to have 
escaped trouble, as there was no rule in force 
covering the point, but to prevent a recur- 
rence of the trouble the board recém- 
mended to the principals’ a rule provid- 
ing that all players who competed with 
an outside team, or any high school 
team which played under the name of an 
outside team, would be liable to be declared 
ineligible and subject to suspension from ath- 
letics. Another rule was recommended pro- 
viding that any student out of school for the 
last three months of school would be classed 
as a new matriculant at the start of the suc- 
ceeding year. 

Plans for Indoor Season. 

The basketball schedule for the boys’ teams 
was approved. The schedule provides for 
three sections of the league—west, north, 
and south—but the lines are not clearly de- 
fined. Wendell Phillips and Lake, both south 
side schools, will play in the north and west 
sections respectively,,while McKinley, a west 
gide school, will compete in the north sec- 
tion. The threatened throwing out of Uni- 
versity High, because of its disregard for 
the high school eligibilty rules, did not ma- 
terialize, and the maroon preparatory school 
will have a team int basketball league. 
The schedule provides for {wo gamesin each 
section every Wednesday/and Friday after- 
noon, beginning on Dec. 13. 

The schedule for the girls’ basketball sea- 
son has not been made out, and it is doubtful 
if the girls will be allowed to form a league. 
It is understood the principals are opposed 
to the formation of the league, as the length 
of the season last year made the game en- 
tirely too strenuous for the girls. The prin- 
cipals have not’ brought the matter to an 
open discussion, but a majority of them 
is said to be opposed to allowing a league to 
be formed.

O’LOUGHLIN WANTS NO CHANGE. 


erican League Umpire Says Pres. 
ent Batting Is Popular, but Sug- 
gests Way to Increase It. 


Umpire ‘‘ Silk '’ O'Loughlin, who was in the city 
yesterday, takes issue with the club owners of the 
American league in théir desire to increase the 
batting In baseball games. He believes in letting 
the rules alone, using the argument that the publia 
never was better satfsfied with the game than 
now, but says, if more batting is needed, the best 
way to secure it is to move the pitcher back an- 
other five feet from the home plate. : 

‘‘It is easy enough,’’ said the arbitrator, *' to 
produce more batting if the club owners really 
want it. Drive the pitchers back farther from 
the plate and there will be batting enough, just 
as was the case when this move was made before. 
But I don’t believe the public wants more batting. 
Many a time I have come away from games which 
were close all the way, with only one or two runs 
for either team, and heard tne fans’talking about 
what a great game it was, while they won’t stay 
through games in which the scores run up to 
something like 10 to 6. 

‘“* My observation in the American l@gue games 
has been that the public wants close contests, close 
pennant races, and the attendance figures of the 
last two years will bear out the argument.

Intimates That Every Member of the 
Majority Acted in Bad Faith in 
Proposing to Consider the Mayor’s 
Traction Plans—Disputes Hunter's 
Word, Calls McCormick ‘an Over- 
gsrown Schoolboy,” and Assails 
Carey, Who Gives Him a Rebuke. 


Ald. Dever lost his temper and seemingly 
his head yesterday, and asa result the meet- 
ing of the committee on local transportation 
Was prolific in the exchange of personalities 
but barren of work accomplished. 

He went to the meeting with a chip on his 
shoulder and started out by intimating that 
every member of thé majority was acting in 
bad faith in proposing to consider the mayor's 
traction plans. 

Then he went further and declared outright 
that they were. He followed this up by ex- 
changing the lie with Ald. Hunter, calling 
Ald. McCormick “ an overgrown schoolboy,”’ 
and assailing Ald. Carey. And after Carey 
had called him sharply to account he denied 
that he had indulged in any personalities. 

It all came about over a request made on 
the mayor that he indicate to the committee 
which one of: his traction plans he desired 
considered for a place on the ballot at the 
spring referendum. The-mayor was not in 
the room, but Attorney Plumb, who was sent 
to see him, returned with the statement that 
if a written inquiry was sent theanayor he 
would answer it in writing. 


Mayor’s Supposition Resented. 

This did not look encouraging and the sit- 
uation was not improved when Mr. Plumb 
explained the mayor considered his “ con- 
tract plan’ disposed of by the committee 
when it was put aside for the consideration 
of the traction ordinances. 

“Neither the mayor nor any one else has 
the right to suppose for a moment the com- 
mittee has disposed of his contract plan,” 
said Ald. McCormick. “ I gave my personal 
pledge it should not be disposed of without 
further consideration.’’ : 

Here Ald. Dever broke loose. 

“I think,” said he, “the mayor would 
be a fool to come before this committee 
and place himself at its mercy. We wanta 
municipal ownership ordinance with which 
we can go before the people next spring. 
If we leave it to you to change it as you 
please we may be saddled with an ordinance 
which we do not believe is municipal owner- 
ship at all.” 

Ald. McCormick suggested perhaps !t would 
be better if politics was left out, whereupon 
Ald. Dever turned -on him and retorted: 
“You act like a big schoolboy.”’ Then to 
the rest he remarked: ‘** This committee 
will take up and pass nothing the mayor 
wants.’’ 

“That is not true,’ said Ald. Hunter, and 
Ald. Dever insisted “it is true.’’ 


Carey Calls Dever Down. 

Then he turned on Ald. Carey, and that 
representative from the stockyards leaned 
over the table and said: 

** Look here, Ald. Dever, don’t you think it 
is about time you stopped this bunk and 
four flushing? We are waiting to learn what 
the mayor wants. But don’t you think we 
would be a lot of dummies if we agreed in 
advance to do everything he wants us to?’’ 

‘**IT have been sitting here for four weeks 
and I know all about the philosophy of this 
committee,’’ retorted Ald. Dever. 

* Now you must not lose your temper,” 
replied Ald. Carey. ‘*‘ Nobody is going to 
jump out of a window; at least I know I am 
not going to.’’ 

Ald. Maypole offered a resolution empower- 
ing Dever, Finn, Zimmer, and Bradley, the 
minority of the committee, to draw the ordi- 
nance which is to represent the mayor’sideas 
On municipal ownership on the referenduin 
ballot nhext spring, but Ald. Dever voted 
against this. He declared it was not offered 
in good faith. The others, however, will 
call on the mayor about the matter today 
and Ald. Dever probably will go with them. 


Dalrymple to Send Reports. 

Ald. Young said he hada letter from James 
Dalrymple of Glasgow, saying Dalrymple 
would send a copy of the report the mayor 
has suppressed so long if the committee and 
the council ask for it. The alderman moved 
that a resolution to that effect be recom- 
mended to the council, but Ald. Zimmer 


‘raised the plea it was unfair to the mayor, 


and the matter was compromised by recom- 
mending a resolution asking Mr. Dalrymple 
to give his views on municipal ownership in 
Chicago without any reference to his report 
to the mayor. 


CITY EXAMINATION DAY SET. 


Tests for New Post of Chief Harbor 
Engineer to Be Held on 
Jan. 19. 


An open examination for’ the new office of 
chief harbor engineer will be held Jan. 19. 
The official will have full charge of the city’s 
bridge building and harbor surveying, and 
will receive $5,000 a year. Since the post 
was created it has been held by Thomas G. 
Pihlfeldt. For the position of superintendent 
of street and alley cleaning, now held by 
Richard T. Fox, the examination will be held 
Dec. 15. 

The board of local improvements, after 
hearing many South Chicago citizens yes- 
terday, ordered a new system of sewers for 
that portion of the city, to cost $250,000. 

Supplemental charges against Charles VY. 
Anderson, superintendent of the Thirty- 
third ward, were prepared by Frank X. 
Busch, attorney forthe civil service board. 
Anderson is charged with making false re- 
ports and neglect of duty.

Worst Odors Found in Vicinity 
of Thirty-ninth and Hal. 
sted Streets. 


AIR TAINTED FOR BLOCKS. 


Health{ Department Trying to 
Abate Foul Smells ini the 
Stockyards District. 


Two thousand policemen scoured Chicago 
all of yesterday, searching for offensive 
odors. As a result of the investigation it 
nas come to the attention of Chief Collins 
that the city has at least a score of “‘ worst 
smelling places.”” It was learned also, by 
chance, that the police at the stockyards and 
New City stations have become so thorough- 
ly acclimated that, although they have 
searched their districts conscientiously for 
odors, only one policemen was successful. 

Late in the evening Chief Collins, who is as 
yet the only judge of police ‘“‘smell”’ re- 
ports, was of the opinion that the vicinity of 
Halsted and Thirty-ninth streets is entitled 
to the decision as the most ill smelling local- 
ity In Chicago. 

‘The intersection of Ashland avenue and 
Fortieth street is a close second, but the 
first place mentioned probably has the big- 
gest variety and most persistent stenches of 
any place yet visited,” said the chief. “TI 
was advised to send any of the hangers on 
about the city hall who are waiting for some- 
thing to turn up to this place to watch the 
noses of the passengers in Halsted street 
cars.”’ 

The arrangement of working hours of the 
various industries skirting Halsted street, 
near Thirty-ninth street, is such that thse 
atmosphere is always heavy with disease 
breeding odors. None of the places is in 
the stockyards, where the police naturally 
expected to find the most objectionable 
smells, 


Where Foul Odors Start. 

At 83927 Halsted street is a frame building 
used as a tallow refinery, where refuse from 
the stockyards and from butcher shops, much 
of which is decayed, is reduced to a liquid 
state by boiling. This work is done chiefly 
in the morning while crowded Halsted street 
cars are passing the door of the building. As 
the morning passes this smell is lost in the 
stronger fumes from Henry Guth’s packing 
house, adjoining the tallow refinery, which 
is owned by Frank Umbach. 

South of Umbach’s place, and directly over 
the sidewalk, are the killing rooms of Hoff & 
Brennan’s packing house, from which smells 
are emitted in the evening. A few feet east 
of these places is the Manhattan brewery, 
which adds a ‘‘malty’”’ odor to the already 
sickening atmosphere. 

One of the worst odors, in the estimation 
of persons obliged to pass the place in going 
to and from work, comes from the open sewer 
which empties into Bubbly creek a few feet 
away from the sidewalk. The sewer is the 
main branch of the big intercepting sewer 
which carries all of the refuse from the ter- 
ritory south of Thirty-ninth street and east 
of Halsted street. 

The slimy water, filled with decayed mat- 
ter, falls from the sewer to the level of the 
creek, two feet below, keeping up an inces- 
sant boiling and steaming, which rises to the 
street, enveloping the crossing on damp days 
and wafting to the residence districts on dry 
days. 

Hard Task for Policeman. 

In the afternoon a policeman, whose name, 

“for the good of the service,’’ was not di- 
vulged by his superior officers, left the stock- 
yards station for the purpose of finding 
smells. 
*“*T don’t know what all o’ this talk about 
smeHs means. I don’t notice any,’ said the 
policeman who had spent his life in the 
shadow of the rendering plants of the stock- 
yards. 

He walked along Bubbly creek and looked 
at the water. The surface of the creek, as is 
always the case, was covered with bubbles 
caused by gas escaping from decayed refuse 
in the depths below. 

‘* Do ye think this place smells bad?’ asked 
the policeman after looking at the creek 
doubtfully for some minutes. 

‘* Horrible,’’ replied a man from the north 
side, who happened to be in the neighbor- 
rood. 

* Then I'll report it to the chief. This really 


ought to be work for the health officers. How 
can we tell what is bad smells?” said the 
policeman. 

In the meantime Policeman Calkins of the 
New City station had started out on his beat, 
which isin Ashland avenue. He has been in 
the neighborhood but a short time and had 
taken but a few steps when.he recoknized 
one of the smells that had been mentioned 
as “ wanted” in the Police Bulletin. 


“Bubbly Creek” Still Busy. | 


Following the general direction of the odor 
the policeman held his nése tn the air until 
he was stopped by the Hine Bros. soap 
and tallow works, on the banks of Bubbly 
creek, and once more this waterway was 
credited with harboring unpleasant gases. 
On its banks are tiers of boxes which catch 
the sewage before it joins the dark water 
below, draining from it every particle of 
grease for use in the manufacture of soap 
and tallow. : : 

‘We are helping the health department 
by stopping that stuff from flowing into the 
creek to rot,” said a representative of Hinc 
Bros. ‘‘ We didn’t build those pits there. We 
found them when we came here two years 
ago, so we simply continued to carry on the 
work that had been begun before we got 
here.”’ 


Policeman Calkins carried. his report to} 


Chief Collins and was the first officer to make 
known his discoveries officially. Other re- 
ports included mention of an open sewer at 
Fortieth street and Ashlfnd avenue similar 
to the sewer at Halsted and Thirty-ninth 
streets, Darling’s and Swift & Co.’s fertilizer 
plants, Swift & Co. were commended, how- 
ever, for the precautions taken to burn up all 
refuse not used in the fertilizer. 


Perfume to Be Analyzed. 


While the police in other sections of the city 
are on the alert for disagreeable smells, the 
city chemist is collecting odors in liquid form 
which are to be analyzed with a view to elimi- 
nating the disagreeable ingredients, Several] 
bottles of *‘ essence of odoriferousness ’’ were 
securely corked up in various sections of the 
stockyards and taken to the city. chemist’s 
office In the city hall. Today the bottlee will 
be opened and City Chemist Hugo Jones will 
smell theircontents. He has placed the ardu- 
ous duty of analyzing the matter in the hands 
of one of his assistants. 

The persons least interested in the investi- 
gation, much to the astonishment of the 
health department officials, are those who 
were believed to have suffered most from the 
disagreeable smells. The @wenty saloon- 
keepers who make up the entire population 
of one block tn Ashland avenue were all of 
the opinion that the air in the vicinity of the 
stoc@fards is good enough for anybody. 

“Of course, you might notice a stench oc- 
casionally, but I'm sure I don’t smell noth- 
in’,” said one of the men, 


BLACK AND WHITE CHILDREN 
BATTLE AT TILDEN SCHOOL. 


Race Feeling Causes Outbreak of Pupils 
Which Policemen Are Called Upon by 
Principal to Suppress. 


Race prejudice among the pupliis of the 
Tilden school, Lake and Elizabeth streets, 
culminated yesterday in a pitched battle be- 
tween the white and colored pupils. Follow- 
ing the outbreak, Miss Abigail Hunt, first 
assistant and acting principal of the school 
in the absence of Miss Harriet Winchell, ap- 
pealed tothe police. Policemen Williams and 
Norton responded to prevent another out- 
break at the recess hour. At noon and atthe 
close of the afternoon session ‘an additional 
force of policemen was stationed at the 
school. 

The outbreak came as a climax toa dispute 
between white and colored pupils after the 
close of school last Friday afternoon. At 
that time, it is said, a colored boy struck a 
white girl. A white lad knocked down the 
girl’s assailant, and several colored boys 
went to the assistance of the latter. 

News of the trouble spread among the 
pupils, and when school was dismissed on 
Monday they gathered for the fray and 
fought until dispersed by the Lake street 
police, 

“There was some trouble on Monday,’ 
said Miss Hunt, ‘*‘ but it did not amount to 
much. I asked for the policemen to prevent 
any possibility of [ts recurrence.” 

Mrs. Calvin McGaughey, who has a store 
at 403 West Lake street, sald: 

“Tt was as near a riot as any fight I ever 
saw.”’ 

Officials of the school board said that they 
would investigate the reported outbreak and 
take steps to prevent its repetition.

| money by charging unreasonably low rates 


on part of their business they usually re- 
coup by charging unreasonably high rates 
on other parts of it. They practice extortion 
on some shippers and localities in order to 
confer benefits on others. If the railroads 
do not recoup in this way the loss caused by 
the unreasonably low rates falls upon the 
stockholders. In some instances stockhold- 
ers, foreseeing loss to them, have gone into 
court to restrain railway managements from 
cutting rates too deep. g 

If the interstate commerce commission is 
authorized to make maximum rates it will be 
harder.hereafter for railways to make up, 
by charging excessive rates on parts of their 
business, for the losses they may sustain by 
charging too low rates on other parts of it. 
This makes it especially necessary that for 
the proper protection of stockholders the 
commission shall be given authority also to 
fix minimum rates. 


THE TRACTION ORDINANCES. 

The franchise extension ordinances are 

ready for submission to the council. Prob- 
ably it will refer them, substantially as they 
are, to the voters. The ordinances do not 
secure. for the city so much as its citizens 
have hoped for, or as it is morally entitled 
to, but they surrender nothing which it ap- 
pears possible to gain under existing condi- 
tions. They are fair measures to be sub- 
mitted to the voters. They contain nothing 
inherently vicious. 
* The ordinances contain a general waiver 
by the companies of their ninety-nine year 
rights to apply at the end of twenty years. 
At that time the city will have a right to ac- 
quire all the properties of the companies at 
a fair cash price and will have to pay forno 
franchise rights. The right is reserved to 
the municipality to take over the linesin ten, 
‘thirteen, or sixteen years, but in that case it 
will have to pay the fair cash value of unex- 
pired franchise rights. 

The question of compensation is the one 
over which the Chicago City railway com- 
pany and the committee on local transporta- 
tion have haggled the most. The company 
began by saying it could pay nothing. Then 
it offered 3 per cent per annum as its ulti- 
matum. Finally it admitted that it could 
pay 3 per cent for each of the first three 
years of a twenty years’ extension and 
higher rates for the succeeding years. The 
committee has added 1.08 per cent to each 
of the rates offered by the company. 

Practically the city will get nothing from 
the company during the first few years. 
Four per cent of the estimated gross receipts 
for next -year would be about $800,000, 
From this sum would have to be deducted all 
taxes paid by the company on capital stock, 
and all license fees paid the city. The taxes 
would be about $470,000 and the fees 
$80,000. 

This is not an encouraging showing, but 
as the years go by the rate of compensation 
will increase until it reaches 11.08 per cent, 
while the capital stock taxes will decrease 
as the franchise nears an end and becomes 
less valnable. While the company is ex- 
tremely anxious to get an extension of its 
privileges, knowing that it will be in. con- 
stant trouble if it does not, itis questionable 
whether it can be induced, no matter how 
hard pressed, to pay a higher rate of com- 
pensation. Last year operating expenses, 
made up of maintenance, transportation, 
taxes, ete., consumed 72 per cent of the gross 
earnings. That percentage should be re- 
duced after the road has been reconstructed, 
but until reduced there is not much margin 
for compensation. 

The ordinances, with all their shortcom- 
ings, offer the public what it desires the 
most. That is better service. One of the 


incidents of that service will be a system of 


general transfers. It is not so complete as 
could have been desired, but if given a trial 
it may prove reasonably satisfactory. The 
acceptance of the ordinances by tne voters 
will mean better cars, a higher rate of speed, 
and greater facilities for getting from one 
part of the city to another. 

If the ordinances shall be submitted and 
rejected the community will continue to get 
bad service. The companies will devote 


' their energies to litigation instead of the 


improvement of their lines. The advent of 
municipal 6wnership will be little expedited, 
if at all. Under the ordinances the city 
may take over the road in ten years. How 
long it will take to get them by litigation. no 
one can safely predict. 

Municipal ownership will not wear so 
fascinating an aspect next April as it did 
last April. Of those who, weary of the 
wrangle over the traction question, once saw 
in municipal ownership an escape from it, 
many have changed their minds, They are 
willing to dispése of the question by extend- 
ing the franchises of the company on terms 
as little unfair to the city as possible, with 
a guarantee of excellent service for twenty 
years to come, 


USURPATION OF POWERS. 

The execution of the laws is intrusted to 
myriads of petty officials, Upon them di- 
rectly rests the fabric of the government. 
They have duties well defined, binding, cir- 
cumscribed. The power to modify a statute 
is not one of their powers. That belongs to 
the legislative bodies. The power to sus- 
pend the operation of a law is not one of 
theirs. That belongs to the judges, to be 
used with a moderation which is watched 
jealously.. They have not the pardoning 
power. That belongs to the chief execu- 
tive of the political entity whose. statutes 
have been violated. The faithfulness with 
which the petty officials perform the func- 
tions they are expected to perform is the 
measure of the common welfare of the 
state. The failure to secure the healthy and 
impartial operation of law, when such 
failure proceeds from bribery, is a recog- 
nized offense. It is what is called today 
graft and has had to have a name in every 
age and country. But such failure, when 
it proceeds from more innocent motives, is no 
less an offense. It has not struck the popu- 
lar mind so effectively as to have a popular 
designation, current and everywhere under- 
stood, like “ graft.” But it is beginning to 
dawn upon the consciousness and the con- 
science of the people that it is little better 
to do wrong from a desire to be obliging 
than from a hope for pay in cash. 

A building inspector has been discharged 
for passing violations of city ordinances. 
He did it because it did not seem to him 
worth while to bother people about trivi- 
alities. He “ couldn’t see where the harm 
was.” Apparently the ordinances were 
stupid nuisances, in his opinion. But he 
had been appointed to enforce those ordi- 
nances, and if he did not believe in them it 


was his office to report whether the law was 
being violated or not he could not even 
passively permit violations. He had to aid 
them actively by falee reports. But he is 
only a type of a large number of minor off- 
cials who usurp powers never given them. A 
policeman or inspector knows that he can- 
nét fine a man or fentence him to jail. He 
has never thought of the obverse of that

The building laws 
are designed for the protection of the build- 
ers and occupiers of houses even more than 
of the general public, and here the lessons 
of long experience must be enforced upon 
those too ignorant to ap ate the danger 
of violating them. ‘To wink at illegal de- 
vices, to build cheaply, is to-usurp not only 
the legislative, the judicial, and the pardon- 
ing functions of other officials, but some- 
times the functions of the executioner. 


THE POLICE ON THE : SCENT. 

If Chicagoans who are on the streets at 
night shall notice that all the patrolmep 
they meet walk with their noses up in the 
air they must not attribute it to pride. 
Neither should it be ascribed to the study 
of the heavenly bodies or of third story 
windows. To the search for burglars, which 
is the customary duty of patrolmen, has 
been added a novel duty—the search for 
smells. The health department asked for 
their assistance and the police department 
has gladly complied. 

Henceforth every policeman is required, 
when he scents a smell], to jot down on a 
piece of paper the minute and the place, 
He must also record the direction of the 
wind and the peculiar and distinguishing 
characteristics. of the odor if it have any. 
These data are to be handed to the police 
officials, who will transmit them to the chief 
sanitary inspector... He will put down on 
a map of the city a little dot where each 
observer met a smell. He will draw lines 
indicating the direction of the wind, and 
wherever the lines when protracted come to- 
gether will be the fountain head and origin 
of that night’s stenchees. 

The greater the number of observers the 
easier will be the ascertainment of the facts, 
Therefore citizens are kindly invited to put 
down on postal cards the kind of informa- 
tion that policemen are required to furnish, 
Citizens are notified that “ telephone re- 
ports are unsatisfactory.”” Probably thatis 
because they usnally consist of vigorous de 
nunciations of smells rather than of accn- 
rate geographica! and meteorological in- 
formation. 

The health department is attacking the 
smells question scientifically. After it has 
made its police corps of observers experts 
and enthusiasts it will work.great reforms, 
Chicago will become an odorless city.

She is an exceedingly handsome girl, 
devoted to every branch of sport, a Catholic, 
a Bourbon, the daughter of a Spanish in- 
fanta, and, moreover, has the advantage of 
being the youngest sister of Queen Marie 
Amelle of Portugal, which, of course, uld 
have the effect of rendering the relations be- 
tween the courts of Lisbon and of Madrid 
much more intimate in the event of her be- 
coming queen of Spain. 

Then, too, she speaks Spanish ikea native, 
having been brought up to a great extent in 
Spain at her mother’s principal home at 
Villamanrique, near Seville, and would not 
therefore in the eyes of the Spaniards suffer 
from the disadvantage of being regarded as 
a foreigner. 

This in itself would be a great thing. For 
in no country of Europe are the people so 
intolerant of foreigners as in Spain, where 
nine-tenths of the difficulties that confronted 
Queen Christine during her near seventeen 
years of regency originated with the fact 
that she was regarded as an alien. 
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As I have already mentioned in this column, 
there can be no question of a marriage be- 
tween the king and Princess Ena of Batten- 
berg. The latter, although a lovely girl, a 
niece of King Edward, and treated in Eng- 
land as a member of the royal family, ranks 
as a,mere noblewoman abroad, her father 
having been of morganatic birth, although 
her mother is royal. 

This, aside from any question of Princesa 
Ena having been born and reared as a Protes- 
tant, would give rise to all sorts of difficul- 
ties at Madrid, where King Amadeus, just 
because his beautiful and charming wife was 
not of full fledged royal birth, found himself 
unable to induce any of the Spanish gran- 
deaza to become ladies in waiting for her 
majesty.

The shadow of illfortune which has lain 
over the Studebaker ever since ‘“* The College 
Widow "" went romping away after its stay 
of only too short duration, promises at last 
to be lifted. “ The Rose of the Alhambra’’ 
came to the well liked home of light opera 
Monday night, and, whem seen last evening, 
discovered qualities which promise well for: 
popularity and for a restoration of the lib- 
eral patronage of the house which formerly 
was the rule. This latest offering is as near 
an approach to a genuine light opera as has 
been presented here in a long time. The au- 
thor of the book has not evolved a plot which 
is especially substantial or In any wise deep. 
lt contains nothing strikingly new, but it 
at least is clean in subject matter, and it suf- 
fices to bring forward some of the best music 
that has been heard on the musical comedy 
stage In a goodly number of months. 

The first act of **‘ The Rose of the Alham- 
bra”’ is really excellent from a musical 
standpoint, every number possessing char- 
acter and value and being so contrasted and 
placed that it proves effective. The finale 
is an elaborate one, asis, in fact, that of each 
of the three acts, and shows that Mr. Hos- 
mer has an understanding of what good 
light opera writing is and is competent to do 
it. The opening song for Jacinta, * Weav- 
ing,’’ is a pleasing, melodious bit in the Span- 
ish atyle, the entrance song for the king its 
bright and eatchy, yet not cheap; the Sere- 
nade for the three mock wooers ig a capital 
piece of musical fooling, the ‘‘ Requiem ”’ 
is cleverly constructed, and the song for 
Boraldo has in it the elements of popularity, 
while the quartet and the finale into which 
it leads are of decided merit. 

The second act falls off, so far as the 
muaic is concerned, although the “ Scene 
of the Apparition ’’ contains some effective 
writing, and the song of the millers and the 
“ Casties in Spain” quartet are taking. Mr. 
Hosmer has done his work with taste and 
good understanding, and has produced a 
score to which he justly may point with 
pride, and which gives the public hope that 
in him has arisen a composer who may heip 
toward the restoring of legitimate light opera 
to the stage. 
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The story which Mr. Cook has fashioched 
from material found in the Washington 
Irving legends of the ,Alhambra has to do 
with a young Spanish maid, Jacinta, who has 
been reared in seclusion by her aunt and 
guardian, Fredergonda. Jacinta never has 
met a man to hold converse with him, and her 
aunt warns her of the evil that les in every- 
thing masculine, Ruyz, a young page of the 
queen, is led by an escaped falcon to the 
ruined tower where Jacinta lives; they meet, 
and of course love at first sight is the result. 
King Philip, “the royal comedian of Eu- 
rope,” has sent for a company of monks to 
compose a requiem for one of his mock 
funerals, and when these monks arrive they 
prove to be no other than the greatly feared 
bandit Boraldo and his men. They sing the 
requiem, but they force the king to sign a 
pardon and passports for them. They then 
intercept the queen’s train as it is leaving 
Granada, and after taking all the jewels and 
money obtainable, make the young page Ruyz 
a captive. Their hiding place ts a ruined 
mill, and thither in search of her lover comes 
Jacinta, after having visited the interior 
of the ‘“‘tower of the princesses’’ at mid- 
night and obtained from the apparition there 
seen by her a magic lute that makes her all 
powerful. The king also comes to the mill 
to capture Boraldo, and there is some enter- 
taining comedy when the monarch, disguised 
as the bandit, breakfasts with the real 
Boraléo Greseed as a miller and dDoasts of the 
wonderful deeds of prowess performed by 
him. Jacinta wins her lover of course before 
the final curtain falls and all ends happily. 

The opera has been mounted with unusual 
lavishness, and the settings are a delight to 
the eye. They are not gorgeous, but they 
are in excellent taste, and the costumes are 
similarly admirable, tn color, design, and ma- 
terlal. The company eso calls for hearty 
commendation. Mme Blauvelt has not 
“found herself” es yet as an actress, but 
she goes through her work gracefully, albeit, 
conventionally, an@ her singing is a source of 
satisfaction and enjoyment to all who hear. 
Her voice is thoroughly schooled and re- 
sponds with ease to every demand she 
mekes upon it. Mr. mer has suppMed her 


with some good music to sing, and she sings 


it admirably.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[Spectal.}— 


. Secretary Root’s knife is busily engaged in 


lopping off the heads of diplomatic officers 
and consuls who are not efficient. It is esti- 
mated that at least 100 persons who, for 
various reasons are unfit to represent the 
United States abroad, will be invited to ten- 
der their resignations. Bright American 
young men will be named in their etead. 
The reform of the foreign service is one of 
the biggest jobe which Mr. Root has under- 
taken. The foreign affairs of the government 
have attained such a tremendous importatce 
and proportion that a small army ie required 
to give them attention. Thediplomatic serv- 
ice is growing larger every year. The con- 
eular service is in need of reorganization, and 
in some cases of expansion, as a result of the 
enormous extent of American commerce and 
the need of furnishing our exporters with in- 
formation as to markets abroad and methods 
of business of European and Asiatic com- 
petitors. _There is no legisiation by which 
abuses may be eradicated, but the president 
and secretary of state, by the character of 
the appointments they may make, are ina 
position to bring the two services to a high 


state of efficiency. 


Wane of Political Pull. 


This is the reason why great care is being 
exercised by the secretary in filling vacancies 
abroad which now exist or will exist by the 
time his knife ceases swinging. Political 
influence is powerful, but it is no longer 
potent. A senator will ask the president for 
a position for a constituent. His request is 
listened to with attention and then the presi- 
dent says the matter must be considered by 
the secretary of state. Mr. Root, not content 
with the political indorsements the applicant 
may have, asks: ‘‘ What are his qualifica- 
tions?” And if the man comes up to the 
standard of efficiency fixed, then the appoint- 
ment is his. 

While Mr. Root is giving attention to im- 
provement of the diplomatic and consular 
service as a whole, it is his desire especially 
to station good men in this hemisphere. In 
Canada, for example, it is understood there 
will be many changes in the consular per- 
sonnel, some consolidation of offices, and a 
recommendation to congress that new posts 
be created. 

It has been stated in these dispatches that 
Mr. Root has adopted a changed policy to- 
wards South America, a policy which has as 
its object removal of the dislike and suspicion 
which are felt in many of those countries 
for the United States. It is this policy which 
is responsible for his action in naming men 
in diplomatic and consular appointments in 
Central and South America who are accept- 
able to the governments to which they may 
be accredited and in withdrawing those ‘who 


are unsatisfactory.

Will Not Antagonize Nicaragua. 

The action of the secretary in transferring 
Chester Donaldson from Managua, Nicara- 
gua, to Port Limon, Costa Rica, is a case in 
point. Mr. Donaldson interfered in the case 
of an American named Albers, who was ar- 
rested in Nicaragua ina manner which 
aroused the ire of the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment, and it revoked his exequatur. Nio- 
aragua has been apprehensive the United 
States would attempt to force Mr. Donald- 
son down its throat, and such a course not 
only would have created indignation among 
the Nicaraguan people but also would have 
confirmed the idea which the enemies of 
America sedulously are endeavoring to 
spread—that this government is a bully and 
determined to lord it over the entire hem- 
isphere.

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Deal- 
ings .on the stock market today showed the 
excited and uncertain character of trade.

Bad Weather in Northwest Which May 
Restrict Movement and Fair Flour 
Demand Among Reasons for Mod. 
erate Advance—Coarse Grains Are 
Dull—Provisions Score Sharp Ad- 
vance on Broadening Speculative 


Interest. 


May wheat rallied %c, repeating the gain 
ef the day before, largely because those’ of 
the local trade who were bearish had sold 
all they could comfortably without any suc- 
cess in breaking prices, and were predisposed 
py this failure to cover their short lines. 

Rumors that none of the 4,800,000 bu of con- 
tract wheat here would be delivered before 
the 10th of December and strength in Novem- 
ber, Which was 44c over December bi@ were 
among the motives which started the cover- 
ing movement, although December was rela- 
tively weak, gaining only \e, and going toa 
@iscount of 4%-%%¢c. 

Bad weather in the northwest, and the ex- 
pectation of a cold wave with the possibility 
that receipts at the terminal markets would 
be reduced in consequence, together with the 
falling off in the local movement, only 40 cars 
estimated as the day's arrivals, added to 
the concern of shorts. There was also the 
good speculative reason for the rally that 
offerings for several days had@ been well 
taken, and the theory that much of this buy- 
ing had been for Armour account. Around 
top prices at 87\¢c for May, there was con- 
siderable commission selling, and every rea- 
gon to believe that the longs were supplying

Fair Flour Sales Claimed. 


Minneapolis advices contin 
fair flour demand, sales org yeti 
and Kansas City milts sold 15,000 bris for 
export. Local millers still called the demand 
dull. The local cash market was strong, with 
a fair miscellaneous milling demand and sales 
of 150,000 bu. The seaboard reported 88,000 
bu macaroni and 276,000 bu Manitoba wheat 
taken for export.

Kansas City traders called attention to the 
unprotected condition of the growing winter 
wheat plant and lamented the alleged cer- 
tainty that the cold wave would work havoc 
with it. Liverpool was %4@ to 4d lower for 
futures, but unchanged for spot, Paris 160 
lower to unchanged, Berlin %c higher, and 
Budapest 4c lower. The Australian crop was 
estimated at 62,400,000 bu, with an exportable 
surplus of 32,000,000 bu, about the same as 
last year. Bradstreet’s reported an increase 
of 5,096,000 bu in world’s stocks for the week 
compared wit) an increase of 4,688,000 bu last 


year. 
Corn Dull and Easy. 

Trade in corn was dull, and in spitegof 
strength at Liverpool, bad weather over fhe 
corn belt, some local buying, and the syi- 
pathetic help of higher wheat and provision 
markets, it did not entirely recover from an 
early break of %c, resulting from selling by 
cash and commission houses. The close was 
%c lower for the day. Cash prices were 
steady, but the shipping demand small. sales 
75,000 bu. Export demand was called dull by 
both local and seaboard houses, but sales of 
276,000 bu were reported. Clearances were 
115,000 bu. Local receipts were 327 cars, with 
97 estimated. Primary markets had 782,000 
bu, compared with 838,000 bu last year. Coun- 
try acceptances were fair in the southwest 
but light elsewhere. Liverpool futures were 
up %d, but spot was 4d lower, and on passage 
eargoes quoted slow, with no bidding. 

There was as little doing in oats as in corn, 
the only difference being that prices were 
more affected by strength in neighboring pits, 
and the close was 4c to \c higher. Receipts 
were Hght, 811 cars in and 100 estimated.

Big Trade in Provisions. 

‘Speculative interest in provisions was

rapidly under the stimulus of a broadening 
trade. At its best pork gained SOc a bri, 
closing 47%c higher, while lard gained 20c 
to 25c and ribs 18c to 20c. Speculators who 
had been waiting and hoping for more of a 
break and packers and traders who had 
been pressing the short side all seemed to 
have determined simultaneously that the 
market was bound to go up, and-by all com- 
ing in together helped the advance along. 

-A continuance of the good shipping de- 
mand for meats and lard and the steady re- 
duction of local stocks were still the im- 
portant bull influences, although it was 
Claimed the demand was not quite following 
the advance, particularly in lard. Ship- 
ments, however, were liberal, 2,914,000 lbs

“ There has been a drop in ocean freights 
the last few weeks,"’ said a local exporter, 
““and where a short time ago a shipper of 
grain had to take off his hat to the vessel 
agent and work hard to get room at a high 
price the agent now is coming to the shipper 
for a cargo. Some or the ocean lines which 
were supposed to have all the room booked 
up to January are now offering boats for 
December loading. On the surface this 
changed condition seems to confirm the 
claim that European importers overbought 
feeding grains on the Russian scare in Octo- 
ber. Most exporters here and at the sea- 
board agree in calling the demand slow at 
present. The easier feeling in ocean freights 
probably is due in part also to thé arrival of 
tramp steamers, attracted by the high rates 
being paid.” Seaboard authorities did not 
all agree with the above view of the situa- 
tion. A New York message to Pringle- 
Fitch-Rankin said: “ Spot corn here weak 
Owing to scarcity of ocean room. Ocean 
freights for nearby shipment are almost un- 
obtainable; this militates against new sales. 
Fifteen loads worked today to continental 
ports. Clearances are sure to keep large 
on account of immense quantities sold ahead. 
Moderate business doing via gulf. Hear Ar- 
ae sold eight loads via Galveston yester- 

ay. 

There was a good general demand for cash 
wheat in the local market, with aggregate 
sales of 186,000 bu. Included in the total 
was 100,000 bu No. 2 hard to Buffalo mills and 
40,000 bu No. 2 red in small lots, part at 2c 
over December f. o. b. and part at 2c over, 
the rest being mixed lots, including 5,00u 
-bu country run No. 1 northern to a local 
mill at 2c over December f. 0. b. The 
car lots were picked up mainly by elevators, 
but two of the local mills were buying mod- 
erately.

Reasons fora further advance in provisions 
are set forth by Bartlett-Frazier, whose large 
buying has had a good deal to do with the 
sharp bulge of the last few days. They pre- 
dict a gain of 2c a lb in lard and ribs and $8 
a bri in pork, saying: ‘* The unprecedented 
drought of 1904 throughout the continent 
forced the marketing of live stock, and has 
left northern Europe almost entirely depend- 
ent on this country for its supplies of meats 
and lard. This situation is intenstfied by the 
shortage in production of olive oil in south- 
ern European oountries during the last two 
years, which has resulted in largely in- 
creased demand for lard and all other fats. 
With stocks of lard and meats as light as 
they are at present, and with an enormous 
demand in sight, it is natural for the packers 
to endeavor to depress the price of hogs and 
accumulate heavy holdings of provisions at 
a low level. The speculative buyer can stand 
in with the packer and secure his share of the 
advance that is bound tocome by buying pro- 
visions now and up to a much higher level. 


Some of the New York exporters think ex- 
port business in home grown spring wheais 
out of the question until the Canadian surplus 
is exhausted. Munn wires Sidney C. Love: “In 
ordinary years when Duluth No. 1 northern 
spring wheat got down to a moderate pre- 
mium over Manitoba wheats Europe gave the 
preference to United States grown wheats. 
This season, after careful investigation, Iam 
forced to the conclusion that Europe and es- 
pecially the united kingdom will take the 
Manitoba wheats in preference to United 
States spring wheats at the same price and 
possibly a small premium for the Manitoba, 
because the Manitoba grades this year are 
of a higher standard and the wheats them- 
selves better quality. I hear of cases where 


even Manitoba No, 2 northern showed up su- 
perior to Duluth No. 1 northern. These con- 
ditions would indicate Manitoba’e exportable 
surplus must become exhausted before Eu- 
rope will come in as a liberal buyer of our 
spring wheats.” 


Bradstreet’s figure of the changes lu 
world’s stocks of wheat for the week, an in- 
crease of 3,096,000 bu, was considered too low 
by some of the New York traders because 
the figures of supplies in interior storage 
points in Manitoba had not been changed 
from the previous week. As they have been 
increasing at the rate of about 1,500,000 bu 
lately it was claimed they should have in- 
creased about as much the last week; which 
would make a total increase of 4,600,000 bu, 
or about twice that of a yearago. Follow- 
ing are the detailed figures for the week:

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REFORMERS WIN FIRST CASE IW 
| JUSTICE COURT. 


———— 


Saloonkeeper E. T. Matthews Held to 
Grand Jury on Charge of Running 
a Gambling Machine—Ministers and 
Millionaires Rub Elbows with Bar- 
keepers and Loafers During Hear- 
ing of the Case—Mayor and Police- 
man Know Little About Machines. 


Ministers and millionaires rubbed elbows 
with saloonkeepers and barroom loafers yes- 
terday afternoon at the trial of the High- 
wood saloonkeepers before Justice D. H. 
Jackson of Lake Forest. 

It was the first test of strength between the 
“ Highwood gang” and the Lake County 
Voters league. The hearing of the first of 
the nine saloonkeepers on charges of running 
gambling games resulted in a victory for the 
reformers. E. T. Matthews was held to the 
grand jury in bonds of $500. 

The trial presented several curious: spec- 
tacles. It showed a mayor of a town who 
does not know the saloonkeepers to whom he 


grants licenses. It developed that a startling 


ignorance concerning the nature of slot ma- 
chines exists among frequenters of Highwood 
saloons. It brought forth a glittering white- 
wash for the “ soldiers’ retreat " in tne test!- 
mony of the town marshal, who i# not aware 
that gambling exists there. 


Both Sides in Equal Strength. 

When the case was called the rival factions 
were about in even strength. For the min- 
isters were the Rev. G. B. Parisoe of High- 
‘wood, the Rev. George Hibbard of Highland 
Park, the Rev. T. EB. Quayle of Libertyville, 
and the Rev. A. A. Pfanstiehl of Highland 
Park. 

Others in the room were Calvin Durand, L 
P. Rumsey, Frank Everett, Prof. John J. 
Halsey, W. M. Goodrich, and Capt. M. A. 
Saville. Attorneys Lester F. Stearns and E. 
VY. Orvis of Waukegan appeared for the sa- 
loon men, and E. 8. Gale and H. G. Miller for 
the league. 

John Rouse, a Highland Park expressman, 
testified he had hauled the slot machines 
from Matthews’ saloon to Lake Forest the 
day of the raid, Nov. 11. That ts, he “‘ thought 
they were slot machines.” 

James Golden, the Highwood policeman, 
was called. 

“Did you ever see any gambling in High- 
wood last year?’ he was asked. 

*“T don’t remember,’ was the answer. 

* Did you ever see a slot machine?” 

= Ne.” 

This provoked a laugh. 

“Did you ever see this machine before, or 
have you any idea what it is?’’ 

“‘No. It might be a music box for all I 7 
know.” 

Mayor Doesn’t Know Slot Machine. 

Mayor M. J. Gibbs of Highwood was placed 
on the stand. : 

- ™“ Would you state that this is a siot ma- 
ehine?”’ 

“I don’t know. It looks like some things 
we had out there six years ago.”’ 

“Do you know BD. T. Matthews?” 

ro.” 

“Do you know that he runs a saloon?” 

* No.”’ 

“Do you have anything to Go with grant- 
ing Kicenses in Highwood?” 

“ Yes.” 

Mr. Gale then took:the stand, after objec- 
tions had been made. He described the fight 
at Matthews’ place the day of the raidand 
identified the slot machine as the one taken 
from there. 

After some deliberation Justice Jackson 
held that the machine was a gambling de- 


‘ice and should be destroyed after it had 


been used, as evidence. The saloonkeeper 
was held to the Circuit court. 

Prof. Halsey said: ‘“‘ This trial and con- 
viction should have a salutary effect. We 
can win if we go at things one at a time. 
Although I believe it was a mistake to do 
away with the canteen, I am not in favor of 
@ campaign for its reinstatement.”
